building up a world supply of meat 
to 
counter-balance 
the 
present 
shortage. 
We stated 
that it would 
take several years to get the supply 
back to normal again. 
The number of meat 
animals in 
the world is consistently diminish­ 
ing. 
It is estimated that all Europe 
has reduced its cattle supply within 
the last three years by twenty-eight 
millions and that 
it has 
fifty-four 
million fewer swine and thirty-two 
miller fewer 
sheep 
than 
at 
the 
opening of the war. In this country 
the number of cattle 
has decreased 
every year. 
Our population has in­ 
creased nearly one-third within the 
last decade hut our meat supply is 
les* today than 
it was 
ten years 
ago. 
This falling 
off in the supply 
has taken place in times 
of peace 
and under 
conditions 
which were 
nearly normal. 
The supply is dim­ 
inishing today faster than ever. The 
war time demand is very great and 
the price of food gas sent millions 
of animals to the block before they 
were fully grown. 
Theorists 
have 
pointed out that 
much of the 
in­ 
creased cost of meat is due to the 
higher price of land and the vanish­ 
ing of t he government’s 
supply 
of 
free homesteaders in the west. This 
is true of course, but that does not 
ex pal in the world shortage, nor can 
this shortage of meat animals be 
overcome at once. 
A dearth of po­ 
tatoes, of wheat or any field crop 
can he relieved in a single season. 
That cannot he done with the food 
supply. 
The herd must he built up 
through a period 
of several years. 
The first important step in that di­ 
rection is to conserve 
the animals 
we have and to prevent further di- 
m’nition. 
Food Administrator 
TToover, 
in 
his 
usual 
efficient 
manner 
has 
grasped 
the problem 
with a firm 
hand. He has appointed a commit­ 
tee to co-operate 
with 
state 
and 
local agencies to 
adjust 
the stock 
growing conditions, 
to 
save 
the 
breed ing stoejk of food animals from 
slaughter and to arrange 
a redis­ 
tribution of herds along 
lines that 
will stimulate maximum 
production 
in districts where much animal food 
now goes to waste. 
The problem is a very serious one, 
Americans have

meat eaters 
and our labor even the poorest paid 
has always 
been 
able 
to 
get Tit 
least one meat meal 
a day. 
Meat 
p ric e s have been increased so rapid­ 
ly that this is hardly possible now. 
It will be the country’s 
misfortune 
if when the 
war 
i- over we shall 
have to continue 
to live, as 
the 
Europeans have lived and force the 
satisfasctioOT that come to the eat­ 
ers of meat because we are no long­ 
er able to produce enough meat to 
feed the ever increasing population.

Manure should he stored to pre­ 
vent loss or else it should he ap ­ 
plied to the land as rapidly as pro- 
j duoed.

In this country 
the number of cattle has decreased 
every year. Our population has in- 
creased nearly one-third within the 
last decade but our meat supply is 
less today than 
it was 
ten years 


ago. This falling 
off in the supply 


has (aken place in times 
of peace 


and under 
conditions 
which were 


nearly normal. 
The supply is dim- 


inishing today faster than ever. The 
war time demand is very great and 
the price of food gas sent millions 
of animals to the block before they 
were fully grown. Theorists 
have 


pointed out that 
much of the 
in- 


creased cost of meat is due to the 
higher price of land and the vanish- 
ing of the government's supply of 
free homesteaders in the west. This 
is true of course, but that does not 
expalin the world shortage, nor can 
this shortage of meat animals be 
overcome' at once. A dearth of po- 
tatoes, of wheat or any field crop 
can be relieved in a single season. 
Tha-l cannot be done with the food 
supply. The herd must be built up 
through a period 
of several years. 


The first important step in that di- 
rection is to conserve 
the animals 


we have and to prevent further di- 
minution.
